FOR JEWS OF, RUSSIA 


New Minister of 'Interior Seeks to 


• Better the Conditions of the Poor 


Classes of the 
People. 


Vllna, Russia,-Sept. 24.—Prince Svl- 


atopolk-MIrsky's administration of the 
ministry 
of 
the 
Interior , will bt 


marked by sweeping reforms, accord 
ing to the expectations of his friend!- 
ncre. In conversation the prince If 
quoted as saying that he flrmly In 
tended to act In the spirit of the em- 
peror's manifesto 'of 1903 and was a 
.resolute opponent of forcible repres- 
sion.' It Is confidently expected here 
that Important concessions 
to 
the 


Jews will bo- announced shortly. The 
prince Is ']>opu|ar with tho Jews of 
Vllna, who compose .nearly half of 
the population. 


In his palace the prlnco granted an 


interview to a newspaper correspon- 
dent. The prlnco said he had not un- 
derestimated the grave responsibili- 
ties and great difficulty that confront- 
ed him upon assuming the pqrtfnllo. 
The situation, he said, was a particu- 
larly trying one. 


"Abroad people speak of a new con- 


stitution for Russia," ho said. "Hucli 
a thing Is Impossible under present 
conditions, hut them' Is' such a thlhg 
as local self-government as exempli- 
fied In Zemtttvos. I believe In Zemst- 
vos, and am convinced that they con- 
tain possibilities for the amelioration 
or the* conditions of the lower classes. 
Eventually thoy could give the people 
what they want. 


"There are other Internal problems 


of great Importance In which I am 
deeply Interested. 
Korj Jews of the 


higher and better classes we have 
done much. 
The emperor's 
recent 


ukase extended the privileges of resi- 
dence and occupation. But It Is tho 
condition of the poorer classes which 
is most, pressing.. I doslro earnestly 
to give them larger opportunities for 
life and work. 


"Generally speaking,, tho emperor's 


manifesto of 1903 represents -the plat- 
form upon which I enter the ministry 
of tho Interior. 
It Is a lofty, noble 


conception of liberty. Conscience and 
decentralization are its basic princi- 
ples. If Interpreted In a liberal spirit, 
we should have tranqulllty, progress 
and development In tho Interior of 
Russia.','
